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Making  Sense 

by  John  D.  Wright 


There  are  no  eye-catcher  events  by  which  this  year  can  be  recalled  from  your  usual 
history  classes.  But  that  does  not  mean  nothing  interesting  was  happening.  Per- 
haps you  can  recognize  the  year  from  some  of  the  following  events. 

Belgium  secedes  from  the  Netherlands.  Poland  revolts  against  her  Russian  over- 
lords.  Charles  X of  France  is  deposed  by  revolutionists.  Britain's  George  IV  dies, 
and  a general  election  turns  out  the  Tories  who  have  run  Britain  for 
half  a century. 

Cholera  spreads  throughout  Russia.  Crop  failures,  famine,  and  quarantines  lead 
to  riots  against  cholera  controls.  Physicians,  government  officials,  and  quarantine 
guards  are  denounced  by  the  clergy  as  Anti-Christ.  Cholera  will  claim  900,000 
lives  this  year  and  several  million  more  over  the  next  decade  before  the  pandemic 
ends. 

The  breakup  of  Gran  Colombia  continues.  Its  President  Antonio  Jose  de  Sucre  is 
asassinated,  Ecuador  secedes,  and  the  "Gran  Liberador"  Simon  Bolivar  dies.  On 
his  deathbed,  a disillusioned  Bolivar  sighs  "America  is  ungovernable.  Those  who 
have  served  the  Revolution  have  ploughed  the  sea." 

Mexico  prohibits  any  further  US  colonists  in  Texas  territories  and  prohibits  US  citi- 
zens in  Texas  from  importing  black  slaves. 

The  world  population  this  year  reaches  one  billion.  The  US  population  is  now  12.9 
million,  of  which  3.5  million  (almost  a third)  are  African  slaves. 

Southern  opposition  to  last  year's  "Tariff  of  Abominations"  draws  strong  opposi- 
tional rhetoric  from  federal  sources.  Daniel  Webster,  senator  from  Mass:  "Liberty 
and  union,  now  and  forever,  one  and  inseparable!"  President  Andrew  Jackson: 
"Our  federal  union:  It  must  and  shall  be  preserved".  Vice  President  John  Calhoun: 
"The  Union,  next  to  our  liberty,  most  dear".  Within  a few  years  this  same  Calhoun 
will  resign  his  Vice  Presidency  and  become  a leading  advocate  for  the  right  of  any 
state  to  nullify  any  Federal  law.  The  amazement  is  not  that  the  Civil  War  occurred, 
but  that  it  smoldered  so  long  before  bursting  into  flame. 

The  Treaty  of  Dancing  Rabbit  Creek  cedes  all  Choctaw  land  east  of  the  Mississippi 
to  the  US.  The  "Indian  Removal  Act"  signed  this  year  by  President  Andrew  Jack- 
son  provides  for  the  general  removal  of  all  Native  Americans  to  lands  west  of  the 
Mississippi.

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Building  a Collection 

by  Frank  M.  Zapushek  (Mr.  Z) 


There  are  as  many  ways  to  collector  as  there  are  types  of  pizza.  There  can  be 
hundreds  of  different  types  of  crust,  or  thousands  of  different  toppings  or  combina- 
tions of  toppings. 

There  is  a different  taste  for  each  pizza  lover.  The  same  is  true  with  coin  collecting. 
There  is  no  right  or  wrong  way  to  order  a pizza  or  collection  coins  or  currency. 
Each  person  is  free  to  collect  what  ever  sparks  the  taste  buds. 

Some  collectors  like  to  build  a set  of  Walking  Liberty  half  dollars  that  are  all  the 
same  grade  and  with  the  same  luster.  This  can  take  years  to  build,  but  the  collector 
truly  loves  his  set  when  completed.  He  has  a feeling  of  pride  in  his  collection. 

Let’s  say  he  wants  to  build  his  set  in  EL  grade.  The  later  dates  can  sell  for  about  $6 
or  $7  each,  while  the  middle  dates  can  be  about  $15  each.  Then  he  can  spend  as 
much  as  $600  to  $800  for  a nice  EL  1 91 7 S obverse  mintmark.  The  EE  1 92 1 S can 
sell  for  $4,500.  If  he  can  find  one! 

Then  another  collector  may  want  to  collect  curved  clipped  Lincoln  cents.  This  may 
sound  easy,  but  try  completing  a set  my  date  and  mintmark.  One  collector  travels 
to  may  of  the  Illinois  coin  shows  looking  for  a 1942  S clipped  Lincoln.  This  is  the 
only  coin  he  needs  to  complete  his  set.  I know  for  a fact  that  he  has  been  looking 
for  this  one  coin  for  two  years. 

Then  another  collector  can  try  to  collect  an  off  center  struck  coin  for  each  denomi- 
nation and  type.  Again,  this  sounds  easy  but  let’s  look  at  his  collection.  Finding  oft 
center  struck  coins  for  the  current  coins  is  rather  easy,  after  all,  he  only  needs  one 
for  each  denomination. 

Then  he  turns  to  the  off  center  struck  Morgan  dollar  which  cost  him  a little  over 
$9,000.  This  was  only  after  years  of  going  to  shows  and  checking  with  dealers  on 
the  internet  and  in  numismatic  publications.  When  he  turns  to  the  oft  center  Seated 
Liberty  dollar,  he  finds  that  his  Morgan  dollar  was  a bargain. 

Another  collector  just  w ants  to  fill  all  the  holes  in  his  blue  album.  The  grade  is  not 
important,  he  just  wants  all  the  holes  filled.

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Making  Sense  (Cant.) 


Steam  locomotion  is  developing  on  several  fronts.  "Tom  Thumb",  the  first  Ameri- 
can-built locomotive,  runs  and  barely  loses  a race  against  a stagecoach  when  a 
pulley  belt  slips  at  the  last  minute.  Elsewhere,  Phineas  Davis  develops  a locomo- 
tive that  can  pull  fifteen  tons  at  fifteen  miles  per  hour. 

The  Cumberland  Road,  completed  to  Wheeling  thirteen  years  ago,  is  designated  a 
"national  project",  as  federal  money  is  appropriated  to  survey  and  extend  the  road. 
This  project  was  originally  intended  to  extend  to  Saint  Louis,  but  no  federal  funds 
have  been  forthcoming  for  over  a decade. 


The  Louisville  and  Portland  Canal  opens,  bypassing  the  26-foot  falls  on  the  Ohio 
River  and  opening  the  Ohio  to  navigation  from  Pittsburgh  to  the  Mississippi  River. 
This  canal  begins  the  growth  of  Louisville  as  a major  river  port.  This  year  the  US 
can  boast  of  1,277  miles  of  canals  and  73  miles  of  railroads,  of  which  70  are  in 
Pennsylvania. 

Thaddeus  Fairbanks  devises  the  world's  first  platform  scale.  A system  of  multiply- 
ing levers  counterpoises  a heavy  object  on  the  weighing  platform  with  a small 
sliding  weight  and  slotted  weights  on  an  extension  arm.  His  company  will  grow 
into  Fairbanks-Morse,  one  of  the  world's  largest  manufacturers  of  large  weighing 
devices. 

Joseph  Smith  of  Fayette  NY  publishes  "The  Book  of  Mormon"  and  founds  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints.  His  book  claims  that  the  Indians  of 
the  New  World  were  originally  Jews  who  sailed  from  the  Near  East  in  the  sixth 
century  BC,  and  that  these  "ten  lost  tribes  of  Israel"  received  a visit  by  Jesus  Christ 
after  His  resurrection.  Another  sanction  of  this  book,  polygamy,  will  make  Smith 
and  his  followers  unwelcome  in  many  communities. 

Presbyterian  minister  Sylvester  Graham  preaches  the  evils  of  white  bread,  red 
meat,  shellfish,  milk,  alcohol,  and  any  other  "unnatural"  foods.  He  touts  the  virtues 
of  fruits,  vegetables,  and  "Graham  Bread".  The  latter  is  still  sold  today  as  "Graham 
Crackers". 

New  poetry  from  this  year  includes  Alfred  Tennyson's  "Poems  Chiefly  Lyrical"  (which 
gets  a poor  critical  reception),  "Old  Ironsides"  by  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  "Woodman, 
Spare  that  Tree"  by  George  Morris,  and  "Mary  Had  a Little  Lamb"  by  Sara  Hale. 
This  year  also  sees  the  first  American  edition  of  "Birds  of  America"  by  James 
Audubon. 

Abortion  is  made  a statutory  crime  in  the  United  States.  This  law  will  stand  for  over 
1 30  years  until  a much  more  radically  liberal  US  Supreme  Court  nullifies  it  in  "Rowe 
versus  Wade".

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Making  Sense  (Cont.) 


All  of  these  events  occurred  in  1830.  During  this  year  the  US  Mint  in  Philadelphia 
strikes  8.3  million  coins,  with  less  than  two  percent  of  them  being  gold.  None  of 
the  1830  gold  pieces  (half  and  quarter  eagles)  are  remarkable  other  than  to  note 
that  ALL  quarter  eagles  before  1834  are  rare. 

Silver  coinage  of  1 830  consists  of  1 .2  million  half  dimes  (1 4 die  varieties,  5 rare),  a 
half-million  dimes  (8  die  varieties,  1 rare),  and  4.8  million  half  dollars  (23  die  variet- 
ies, 1 rare).  That  the  single  rare  1830  half  dollar  variety  happens  to  be  a separate 
Guidebook  type  (large  letters  on  the  reverse)  drives  its  price  WAY  up.  Any  of  the 
two  dozen  or  so  known  examples  will  readily  bring  four  figures. 

Copper  coinage  of  1830  gets  into  my  area  of  specialty.  There  were  about  1.7  mil- 
lion cents  struck  bearing  the  1830  date.  Ten  of  the  eleven  known  die  varieties 
have  large  letters  in  the  reverse  legend.  The  single  "small  letter"  reverse  of  1830 
will  bring  2x  to  6x  the  "common"  price  because  this  one  is  a bit  scarce  and  VERY 
popular. 

But  my  cord  is  yanked  by  the  three  rare  varieties  of  1830  cents,  all  of  which  are  of 
the  more-common  "large  letter"  type.  The  first  of  these,  N10,  barely  qualifies  as 
rare  with  six  to  eight  dozen  examples  known.  It  can  draw  up  to  a 1 5X  premium,  but 
among  an  EXTREMELY  limited  audience. 

Second-rarest  1830  cent  is  Nil.  This  was  first  discovered  in  1914.  The  second 
example  turned  up  in  1956  --  over  40  years  later!  A flurry  of  them  came  to  light  in 
the  1 970's  and  1 980's,  so  now  there  are  around  40  or  so  known,  only  one  of  which 
is  better  than  VF.  These  bring  a few  hundred  dollars  in  VG-F  and  more  in  higher 
grades.  Flowever,  nobody  but  a specialist  will  pay  these  levels. 

Rarest  1830  cent  is  N9.  This  was  discovered  by  Frank  Andrews  in  1882  (plus  or 
minus  a year),  and  was  known  by  this  single  specimen  for  87  years.  The  second 
turned  up  in  Boston  in  1969,  the  third  in  1973,  the  fourth  in  1976,  ...  By  2004  there 
are  about  18  examples  known.  The  most  recent  discovery  of  1830  N9  was  just 
over  a year  ago.  That  coin  (a  lovely  VF)  will  likely  set  a new  record  for  the  variety 
when  it  sells  next  month  (April  2004)  at  the  EAC  Convention  in  San  Diego. 

So  how  do  you  tell  one  from  the  other?  Buy  the  book  - study  the  coins  --  maybe 
you  will  get  lucky.  And  after  all,  the  fun  of  collecting  is  NOT  in  the  having  ...  It's  in 
the  hunt.  That  goes  for  ANY  object  - large  cents  (my  love),  half  dollars,  Roman 
sestertii,  postcards,  comic  books,  ...  whatever  tickles  your  fascination.  Learn  it, 
chase  it,  and  ENJOY  your  hobby!

Each  of  these  collectors  have  different  goals  and  different  collections,  but  they 
have  many  things  in  common. 

Each  collector  spends  his  time  and  money  to  build  a set  that  pleases  them.  They 
all  enjoy  the  hunt  as  part  of  building  their  collection.  They  are  all  interested  in  the 
value  of  their  collection  when  it  comes  time  to  sell. 

Then  along  comes  the  collector  that  has  no  goal,  is  not  building  a set  or  looking  for 
that  special  coin.  He  just  buys  what  catches  his  eye.  It  can  be  a two  dollar  coin  or 
a hundred  dollar  coin.  He  as  no  idea  what  he  is  looking  for  or  what  he  will  buy. 

Now  we  come  to  the  question  of  the  century which  one  is  the  true  collector?

Collecting  coins  for  the  enjoyment  is  the  only  thing  that  is  important.  Coin  and 
currency  collecting  is  a hobby.  Webster  defines  hobby  as:  “a  small  Old  World

Just  as  the  word  “hobby”  has  different  meanings,  so  does  the  word  collection.
